Diphtheria  Prophylaxis.  In  addition  to  the  supplies  of  diphtheria  prophylactics 
previously  available,  supplies  of  whooping  cough  vaccine,  both  by  itself,  and 
coupled  with  that  for  diphtheria,  are  available  at  the  Area  Health  Office,  St. 
Austell  and  can  be  obtained  by  Medical  Practitioners  on  request. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  These  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  from  the  main 
ambulance  station  at  St.  Austell.  In  emergencies,  at  night,  and  at  weekends, 
help  is  given  by  voluntary  staff  from  St,  Austell,  St.  Blazey  or  Powey,

Association,  to  Mrs.  Batchelor,  the  organiser  of  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  and 
to  many  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  provide  transport  by  request.

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  animals  slaughtered  by 
Mr.  Langmaid  of  Bridgend  although  in  busy  periods  of  the  year  difficulty 
has  been  experienced  in  arranging  inspection  owing  to  tho  distances  and  time 
involved.
